NO. I BATTLESHIP. 

She Will Mot lie a speedy Vessel, I 
Vary Strong*. 

W.isiu-tnTos, Nov. 12.— The expert 
engineers of the bureau of steam en- 
ginccrint? have just completed the re- 
vised specifications for the engines and 
boilers of the sea-going llattleshlp No. 
1. which will be the largest vossel In 
the rnitcd States navy. Notwithstand- 
ing the great size of the vessel— she 
will displace H.iSO tons — sho will not 
be a particularly speedy craft as vessels 
are now rated in these days of naval 
progress. Hut that Is because she is to 
be heavily armored; not '•protected" like 
tho New York, in certain vital parts, 
but covered with heavy Harveylzcd 
steel plates capable of resisting the 
armor-piercing projectiles of great guns. 
Tho great weight of this armor has 
obliged the nival architects to reduce 
the weight allowance of the engines and 
boilers, and that meant a reduction 
in speed, particularly as a liberal al- 
lowance had to be mndc for tho 
coal supply of tho ocean going man-of- 
war. So tho now vessel will have en- 
gines of 11.000 horse power, which, run- 
ning at ll'J'-t revolutions par minute, 
will give her a speed of sixteen knots 
per hour. They will be triple expan- 
sion engines, which means tliat ths 
steam w-ill lie used three times in as 
many different cylinders before being 
condensed. Three double ended main 
and two slnglo ended auxiliary steel 
t-ollers will supply tho steam at 
HV0 pounds pressure to drive these en- 
gines and to make a sufficient draught 
the two smokestacks will be made 100 
foct in height. These toll stacks are 
not acceptable to lovers of beauty in 
marine designs, but they aro very 
economical and enabl o the engineers to 
get along in ordinary cruising without 
the annoying "forced draught" which 
makes so much trouble. The details of 
the complicated machinery arc so many 
that It requires a book of ninety-four 
printed pages to describe all of them. 

The IttLsburgh Coal Strike. 

Pll'iaWJJHIB, Pa., Nov. 12.— It is prob- 
able that tho ten weeks' strike of tho 
Moron^ahela river miners will bo at an 
end by next Monday. Operators claim 
that advices from the third and second 
pools are to the effect that the miners 
wore remaining out until after tho elec- 
tion, and ii ould then go to work. In 
affirmation of that statement a large 
number of communications were ex- 
hibited by prominent operators from 
their diggers, announcing their willing- 
ness to resume work at tho three-cent 
rate.

The I'realdent Did Nol ravor 
Tariff Policy. 

Washinoton, Nov. 15. — President 
Harrison, discussing the defeat of the 
republicans, says: "It waa due mainly 
to the position of the party on the tariff 
qucstiou. The republicans had forced 
this Issue to an extreme, which evident- 
ly did not meet with the approval of the 
people. 

"There was a strong belief that the 
Force bill Issne kept the solid south 
within thu old lines, but it did more 
than that, for it brought to the support 
of the democratic ticket many votes in 
tho north." 

What be wanted them to do, the 
president said, and what be endeavored 
to impress upon them, was the absolute 
necessity of keeping the republican 
states in line and carrying New Y'ork. 

He had realized for some time past 
that the drift of publie sentiment was 
against him and his psrty, and it was 
this that led him to force this advice 
upon tho party leviera. Tho disregard 
of this advice had much to do with the 
result of last Tuesday. Tho president 
realized, before any of tho election re- 
turns came in Tuesday, that he was a 
defeated man. 

"The verdict last Tuesday, the presi- 
dent says, "eon id be construed in but 
one way. It meant a condemnation of 
tho extreme high tariff policy of the 
republicans.
